Diet: of Great Poland, before 
broke up, wrote a Letter to the Cardi- 
nal Primate, in which they exhorted 
‘him to make ufe of the Authority vefted 

- in him by his Office of Primate, which 
conftitutes: him the Second Perfon in the Govern- 
ment, to putan end to the Troubles wich which 
theKingdom is agitated. - The Cardinal had feveral 
Conferences with the Forreiga Minifters, and the 
Senators in this City, ‘but- to lictle-purpofe, becaufe 
they are few in number, and of different Sentiments. 
Wherefore, he at length refolv’d to write..a: Circu- 
latory Letter'to all the Senators, Deputies, and Am- 


baffadors, appointed to negociate a Peace with the 


King of Sweden, to invite them to meet here oh 
the 15th Of February next. In this Letter, he, firft 


of all, deplores the Supinenefs and Infenfibility of - 


the Poles, ‘who fic ftill and fee the Ruine of their 
Country, in which there remains neither’ Laws, 
nor Juftice, ‘nor Liberty, .nor Courage, nor any 
thing thar favours of the Virrues ‘of their Awceftors ; 
but the whole Nation appears to -be poffefs'd ‘with 
Impotence of Mind, and Depreffion of Soul,’ all 
withdrawing from the  publick Service, and livi 
retir'd on their Lands, regardlefs of the Diftrefs’ 
Condition of the State, and feeling no Concern for 
its being made a Prey to Forreign Troops, and the 
Derifion and Contempt of Neighbouring Nations. 
Then he acquaints them, That ‘tis not long fince 
hecame to this ‘City, to confer with the Pope’s 
Nuncio, and ‘other Forreign Minifters, about the 
Means of Redreffing thefe Evils’; who convinc'd 
him, That it would be impoffible to do any good, 
unlefs the Poles themfelves ‘would contribute to 
their own Deliverance ; Yet ‘norwithftanding the 
Neceflity of taking fpeedy Refolutions, he could 
find none, fince his arrival, capable of giving fit 
Councils, much Iefs to execute them. Wherefore, 
to difcharge his Confcience, and manifeft ‘his Zeal 
for the Welfare of the Republick, ‘which he can-no 
longer fuffer. to be expos’d to uttet Rain, and by 
Virtue of che Authority arifing from ‘his Dignity, 
he convenes all the Senators, -and particularly thofe 
that were deputed ‘to treat of Peace, to meer here 
on the rsth of February, to confalt of | 
Meafures for faving the finking Republick. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated Feb.27. ~~ 
Letters from Dantzick of the 15th inftant fay, 
That onthe 11th the King of Poland gave Au- 
dience at Thorn to the Deputies of the Palatinares 
ofRufia ; that thofe of Great Poland being like- 
wife admitted to Audience, defired his Majefty to 
call a General Diet to redrefs the Great Diforders 
the Republick labours under: That moft of the 
alatinates of that Province have declar’d for the 
King, as likewife 4‘Companies of the Army of the 
town that are quarter’d there: That the Deputies 
of the Palatinate of Siradia have affur'd his Majefty, 
hat as their Anceftors were the firft who took up 
Arms againft Sweden in the former War, they are
